SUIT THROWN OUT. 
ACT UNCONSTITUTIONAL 

A damage suit involving the liabil- 
ity of public officers and municipal- 
ities under the act of 1911 was thrown 
out of court by Judge Wellborn yes- 
terday, being probably the first de- 
cision to be handed down covering 
the constitutionality of the act. 

The plaintiff was C. BE. A. Brunson, 
who brought suit against the City of 
Banta Monica for $700 damages for 
lowes of two horses by reason of in- 
juries received through the alleged 
operation of the 


Attorney Ceruti, counsel for Brun- 
eon, relied on the statute passed by 
the Legislature in 1911 in which it 
sets up the liability of public officers 
in the heading of the act, but in the 
chapter gives both lability by the 
public officers and imposes liability 
on the city tm cases of negligence. 

Hutton, Jensen & Fogel demurred 
to the complaint on the ground that 
the act did not cover the subject mat- 
ter and attacked its constitutionality.
